Landlord’s bid to halt 
new licensing scheme 
suffers court setback

COUNCIL chiefs declared a partial victory last week 
after a High Court judge threw out half of the legal 
challenge against the proposed licensing scheme for 
private landlords. 

Constantinos Regas, a landlord who heads up the 
Campaign Against Landlord Licensing Enfield, was 
successful in his application for judicial review of only 
part of the scheme known as selective and additional 
licensing, under which private landlords will have to 
obtain a £500 five-year licence from Enfield Council 
to cover every property they own. 

At the Royal Courts of Justice on Friday, Mr Justice 
Ouseley gave permission for Mr Regas to challenge 
the additional licensing of homes in multiple occupa¬ 
tion, but threw out the challenge to the council’s selec¬ 
tive licensing scheme, which covers single private 
households, meaning this can now be implemented. 

Ahmet Oykener, cabinet member for housing and 
estate regeneration, said the decision represented an 
“important victory” for the council and private tenants 
across the borough. 

“This scheme will help improve standards in private 
sector rented accommodation, drive down antisocial 
behaviour and enable the council to take action against 
landlords who do not meet the required standards,” 
said My Oykener. 

But Mr Regas questioned the future viability of the 
scheme as the council estimates that 40 per cent of pri¬ 


vate homes in the borough are considered houses in 
multiple occupation. 

“There is no clear winner,” he said. “It would be 
wise for the council to consider this judgment care¬ 
fully. It estimates that 40 per cent of private rented 
properties in the borough are small HMO house- 
shares. It is unclear how much council subsidy would 
be needed to make it work and I call on the council to 
scrap the entire licensing scheme.” 

In order to secure a licence, landlords have to pro¬ 
vide references from tenants and ensure sufficient 


health and safety measures are in place, as well as pro¬ 
cedures to deal with antisocial behaviour and environ¬ 
mental crime. 

The council, which denies the viability of the 
scheme is threatened as a result of the judgment, plans 
to offer an early bird discounted fee of £250 for land¬ 
lords who sign up before April 2015, reducing the cost 
to 96p a week per property over five years. 

If Mr Regas decides to proceed with challenging 
additional licensing, a full judicial review hearing will 
be scheduled in November.

NORTH Middlesex University 
Hospital has been ranked as one 
of the worst in the country for 
caring for cancer patients. 

The hospital, in Sterling Way, 
Edmonton, was the ninth worst 
performing trust in the country, 
according to Macmillan Cancer 
Support’s 2014 patient experience 
league table. 

The ranking of the best and worst¬ 
performing cancer care units in the 
country was compiled from a NHS 
England patient experience survey, 
which was carried out between 
September and November last year. 

It asked more than 70,000 cancer 
patients 70 questions about their expe¬ 
riences of care - such as whether their 
diagnosis and treatment options were 
explained clearly to them and whether 
they felt they had been treated with 
respect during their treatment. 

Responding to the hospital’s low 
ranking, a spokesman for North Mid 
said it was important to note that it had 
scored poorly in terms of patients’ 
experience, not clinical care. 

Just last week, a new Macmillan 
Cancer Information and Support 
Centre was officially opened and the 
hospital said it will provide better help 
for cancer patients. It expects survey 
results to be significantly improved 
next year. 

Paul Reeves, the hospital’s director of 
nursing, said: “It’s also important to 
note that this survey is not about the 
quality of clinical care but about 
patients’ experience of their care. 

“We provide excellent clinical care 
for our patients and we are working 
closely with Macmillan Cancer and our 
NHS partners in the London Cancer 
Network to improve our services.” 

Eight out of ten of the hospitals in the 
bottom ten for experience of cancer 
care are in London. North Mid said that 
a highly mobile, urban population was 
a key factor.

Council’s overview and scrutiny com¬ 
mittee, added: “Cancer patients in 
London will be very worried to see 
that so many of the hospitals our resi¬ 
dents use are in the bottom ten for 
patient experience. 


“Patient experience is as important 
as clinical care in aiding someone’s 
recovery. The loss of thousands of 
nurses since 2010 has meant that 
they do not have the time to care for 
patients in the way they would wish to 


and it is inevitable that this will impact 
patient experience.”

Health watchdog urges more 
mums-to-be to go for flu jab

A HEALTH watchdog has raised concerns about 
the low uptake of the flu jab by pregnant women 
and toddlers in Enfield. 

Public Health England statistics show that 
demand for the jab in the borough has been sig¬ 
nificantly lower than the national average for 
pregnant women and two-year-old children. 

While 71.8 per cent of pensioners in the bor¬ 
ough received the vaccine last winter against a 
73.2 per cent national average, only 30.1 per cent 
of pregnant women did so, compared with 39.8 
per cent nationally. 

For toddlers, the uptake was 33.6 per cent dur¬ 
ing the same period, while nationally 42.2 per 
cent of children aged two received the flu jab. 

For most healthy people, flu is an unpleasant 
disease - but most generally recover after a 
week. However, older people, the very 
young, pregnant women and those with a health 
condition - particularly chronic respiratory con¬ 
ditions, such as asthma, diabetes or heart dis¬ 
ease, or those with a weakened immune system - 
are at particular risk from the more serious 
effects of flu. 

Lorna Reith, the chief executive of Health- 
watch Enfield, said that more publicity should be 
targeted at pregnant women and parents with 
young children. 

“People in the older age groups are probably 
more aware of the flu jab as they get it every 
year, but there needs to be more publicity tar¬ 
geted at pregnant women and those with tod¬ 
dlers,” she said. 

“But being pregnant is a one-off and the bulk 
of parents of under-twos are not aware of their 
children’s vulnerability to flu and the need for 
a flu jab.

“Flu can be very serious and we are just com¬ 
ing into the season. We would like to see 
increased publicity in children’s centres, nurs¬ 
eries, medical clinics and GP practices.”

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Cut magazine to four times 
a year, Pickles tells council

THE council been told to reduce the frequency of 
publication of its news bulletin Our Enfield from 
six to four times a year in a government clamp- 
down on “propaganda on the rates”. 

Last month a letter sent on behalf of Communi¬ 
ties Secretary Eric Pickles urged Enfield Council to 
comply with the local authority publicity code, 
which says that councils should not publish their 
news sheets more frequently than four times a year. 

Our Enfield is produced every two months and 
distributed to 120,000 households in the borough 
at an annual cost of £116,387. 

Mr Pickles, who wants to limit publication to 
prevent competition with local newspapers, oblig¬ 
ing councils to be cost-effective and objective in 
any publicity material they publish, is considering 
giving the council a legal direction to comply with 
the code. 

Speaking to the Advertiser this week, Terry 
Neville, leader of the council’s Conservative 
group, welcomed the move, describing the coun¬ 
cil’s claim that Our Enfield is “politically neutral” 
as “ludicrous”. 

He said: “Why is there not an opportunity for 
the leader of the opposition to provide quotes to 
balance out the drivel that comes out of these 
press releases? This magazine is going to every 
household and that doesn’t seem to be fair com¬ 
petition to local papers. 

“It would be far better to print a proper infor¬ 
mative publication four times a year with real 
information, not just stories involving the council 
leader and cabinet members, but real people. It 



should not be used as a political platform at the 
public’s expense.” 

The council hit back, saying the magazine was a 
vehicle for increasing public awareness of its 
services and that it was also a “cost-effective 
means” of reaching residents across the borough. 
It said it was “fully supportive” of the independent 
local press. 

A spokeswoman said: “The council is very 
careful to ensure that Our Enfield does not 
compete with our well-established and regarded 
local newspapers. It limits the amount of private 


sector advertising space available in Our 
Enfield to £6,000 a year - while continuing 
to place appropriate adverts and public notices 
in the local press to the tune of £120,000 a 
year to meet legal requirements and keep 
residents informed.” 

The council is currently corresponding 
with the Department for Communities 
and Local Government about Mr Pickles’ 
proposed direction. 

“If a direction is made, the council will 
consider its options,” the spokeswoman added.

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Plea to mayor 
as extra police 
are withdrawn 


COUNCIL chiefs are lobbying Mayor of 
London Boris Johnson over the withdrawal of 
25 extra police officers who had been 
deployed to the borough. 

The officers moved into Enfield three 
months ago, a decision which Chris Bond, 
Enfield Council’s cabinet member for envi¬ 
ronment and community safety, said was 
designed to combat gang-related violence. 

The borough has witnessed an overall drop 
in crime of 2.3 per cent during the period of 
July, August and September. Crimes most 
affected were theft of motor vehicles, which 
went down by 11.6 per cent, and theft from 
motor vehicles, which declined by 7.7 per cent. 

Mr Bond said: “The extra officers were 
phenomenally helpful to our local officers 
who were successful in nipping in the bud a 
couple of emerging issues we were having. 

“We are very pleased that officers have 
helped us drive down crime and disorder, and 
we are especially keen that crime rates do not 
creep up again, so we will be lobbying the 
mayor with a view to retaining the extra offi¬ 
cers for the foreseeable future.” 

A spokeswoman for the Met Police said: 
“Our taskforce was posted to Enfield 
from July to September in response to an 
increase in serious youth violence and 
gang indicator crime. This was always on a 
temporary basis. 

“From October to Christmas and the new 
year, Operation Equinox will continue to tar¬ 
get and reduce violent crime in key locations 
working with partners to tackle gangs, licens¬ 
ing and night-time economy issues.” 


Squatters are ordered out

MIGRANT workers squatting on 
land near the River Lea in Edmonton 
have been told to move on. 

The group, believed to be predom¬ 
inantly of Romanian origin, has been 
living in shacks in woodland off 
Advent Way, near the North Circular 
Road, since the start of summer. 

Transport for London, which owns 
the strip of land, much of which is 
strewn with old mattresses, bikes, 
clothes, old furniture and other rub¬ 
bish, secured a possession order on 
Friday to remove the squatters. 

A TfL spokeswoman said: “We 
secured the order from the High 
Court allowing the removal of 
the people unlawfully occupying 
our land near the Cooks Ferry 
roundabout. 

“We will work with the local 
police and immigration services to 
coordinate the safe removal of the 
occupiers and will agree measures 
to prevent their return to the site. 
Following the removal process, we 
will take action to tidy and clean up 
the area.” 

Adrian Baker, who has been help¬ 
ing out a friend to repair a narrow 
boat moored on the river just yards 
away from the encampment, told the 
Advertiser. “They were nice guys 
and all seemed to be working, 
mostly in construction I think. They 
were no trouble at all. It must have 
been quite a desperate situation as 
they seemed to have nowhere to go.” 

Chris Bond, Enfield Council’s 



cabinet member for environment 
and community safety, said he was 
pleased that TfL had taken action. 

He added: “The encampment is 
illegal. We have issued an antisocial 
behaviour order around this area so 
these squatters will have to move out 
of the borough. The land belongs to 
TfL, so if we get involved in the 
cleaning process we will have to 
charge them accordingly. 

“I do feel sorry for these men, but 
unfortunately we have nowhere to 
place them.” 

A similar but bigger encampment 
in Hendon, in neighbouring Barnet, 
was cleared by police and immigra¬ 
tion officers last year.

A MAN from Oakwood has 
been jailed for causing the 
death of a minicab driver 
in an accident in Palmers 
Green last summer. 

Massimo Sassu, 29, of 
Carlton Avenue, was sen¬ 
tenced to six years’ impris¬ 
onment for causing death 
by dangerous driving at a 
hearing at Wood Green 
Crown Court on Monday.

Heath Serious Collision 
Investigation Unit found that 
Sassu had hit the oncoming 
minicab head-on after over¬ 
taking the bus. 

Mr Vural, described by 
friends and colleagues as 
“saint-like” and “a very 
good man”, was pronounced 
dead at the scene. A post¬ 
mortem examination gave 
the cause of death as head 
and chest injuries. 

A passenger in the minicab, 
a man in his 40s, was taken to 
hospital for treatment and dis¬ 
charged later. 

Sassu, who had pleaded guilty to 
the charge in August, was also dis¬ 
qualified from driving for five years 
and ordered to take an extended test.

Explaining that she had taken the title in good 
humour, the councillor, who this week cam¬ 
paigned against Enfield Council imposing 
charges for new wheelie bins, said: “I am flat¬ 
tered, but I would have preferred it if they’d also 
included the comments I made about the Prime 
Minister’s speech. But it’s all in good fun, isn’t it? 
After all, they could have said a lot worse.” 

David Cameron had impressed her with his 
conference speech in which he pledged several 
thousand pounds worth of tax cuts.

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Criticism of cycling 
project unfounded

I T’S an everyday story of 
London folk. A housing 
association flogs off a hostel, 
the building is to be converted 
into luxury flats. 

The residents - 29 single 
mothers - are given notice to 
quit. Their borough council 
offers the mums relocation - to 
Birmingham or Manchester. 

Their elected local mayor 
informs them that, since they 
can’t afford the property values, 
they obviously have no right to 
live in their native borough. 

But there is an unfamiliar twist 
to this story. For the homeless 
mums didn’t just drift away. 

They have been taking collective 
action for rehousing, with 
noisy protests at council offices 
and on the premises of the 
housing association. 

For several weeks, they 
occupied empty council flats in 
Carpenter’s Road, near the 
Olympic Park. The flats have 
been empty for years, awaiting 
another luxury conversion. 

Everyone talks about London’s 
housing crisis. The Focus El5 
Mothers (the campaign takes its 
name from the hostel) are doing 
something about it. They are all 
young and it is a thoroughly 
modern campaign, involving 
Facebook, Twitter and celebrity 
support, courtesy of Russell 
Brand. 

Back in 1892, a historic 
election result was declared at 
West Ham Town Hall, just a 
few hundred yards from 
Carpenter’s Road. 

The winner was Keir Hardie, 
the first ever Labour MP. 
Nowadays Labour runs the 
Newham Council. The mayor 
who spoke so contemptuously 
to the homeless mums is a 
Labour star. 

Isn’t it time to start a new 
political movement based on 
direct action by ordinary people 
like the Focus El5 mums? 


THIS is to set the record straight 
regarding the Cycle Enfield project and 
to deal with concerns raised by Costas 
Georgiou in his letter in the September 
24 edition of the Advertiser. 

Mr Georgiou expressed concern that

Contrary to Mr Georgiou’s concerns, 
the introduction of cycle infrastructure 
can be good for business.

Crime and fear of crime should also 
reduce due to the natural surveillance 
of passing cyclists, motor vehicles 
and pedestrians. 

Residents who choose to undertake 
short journeys by bike instead of by car 
or public transport will spend less on 
fuel, servicing, Oyster cards and season 
tickets etc, and thereby become more 
financially resilient. 

Mr Georgiou stood as a candidate in 
this year’s local elections opposed to 
the Cycle Enfield scheme and lost. I 
think that is a referendum on the 
popularity of the idea of safer cycling 
in Enfield.

Jury trial facing 
councillor who is 
on assault charge 

Labour whip withdrawn after ABH allegation 


AN Enfield councillor accused of assaulting 
another man has been told he will face trial 
by jury. 

Haydar Ulus, who is currently an independent 
councillor for Haselbury ward, appeared at 
Highbury Corner Magistrates’ Court last Thursday 
charged with one count of assault occasioning 
actual bodily harm. 

Magistrates recommended the trial be trans¬ 
ferred to Wood Green Crown Court. 

The councillor, who appeared in court wearing 
a light blue shirt, black jumper and grey trousers, 
was immediately suspended by the Labour Party 
after being charged with the offence two weeks ago. 

The accusation has been made in relation to an 
alleged incident on February 20 - three months 
before was elected to the council. 

The 3 5-year-old, who is principal of the Ulus 
Group, an Edmonton-based investment manage¬ 
ment firm, can carry on his duties as a councillor 
even though the Labour whip has been withdrawn 
from him. 

When he was contacted by the Advertiser 
last month, he said he would “absolutely” fight the 
assault charge, but declined to give any 
further comment. 

He is due to appear at Wood Green Crown Court 
on October 16.

MP gives thumbs-up to 
loan sharks clampdown

EDMONTON MP Andy Love has given 
his backing to a council-orchestrated 
crackdown on loan sharks. 

His support for the initiative comes a 
week after Enfield Council’s trading 
standards team handed out leaflets to 
Co-operative customers in Unity Road, 
Enfield Lock, inviting residents to attend 
an information session outside Edmonton 
Green Library last Friday. 

The council begun holding regular ses¬ 
sions last month after a number of peo¬ 
ple were arrested on suspicion of illegal 
money lending in the borough. 

Controversially, loan sharks lend to 
families and individuals who are often 
rejected for loans by traditional lenders, 
sometimes charging astronomical inter¬ 
est rates of more than 3,000 per cent. 

Mr Love attended the session and said it 
was “encouraging” to see so many resi¬ 
dents turning up to seek advice. While the 
main focus of the session was on illegal 
lending, the MP warned that even some 
legal lenders give him cause for concern. 

He said: “Both types of shark, legal 
and illegal, circle our poorest families, 
watching them struggle as many increas¬ 
ingly turn to this type of borrowing to 
make ends meet as the government’s 
welfare cuts bite. 

“My advice surgeries are regularly 
attended by constituents who have been 


trapped into cycles of debt from both so- 
called legal loan sharks, including pay¬ 
day lenders on the high street with their 
exorbitant interest rates, and those who 
lend money illegally, often with accom¬ 
panying heavy-handed intimidation when 
a borrower can’t pay up. 

“The people who came to chat to us on 
Friday spoke of family members and 
friends who had been stung by loan 
sharks and we were able to offer them 
guidance to pass on.” 

Mr Love has previously spoken out in 


the House of Commons on the issue. 

Last December he asked the then 
Financial Secretary to the Treasury, 
Sajid Javid, to confirm if consumer pro¬ 
tections put in place by the Financial 
Conduct Authority were adequate. 

He added: “The government must step 
up in terms of regulation where legal 
lenders are concerned.”

is part of major exhibition

THE Enfield Exchange, the last manual tele¬ 
phone exchange in London before technology 
moved on in the 1960s, will feature in a new 
Science Museum exhibition. 

Entitled Information Age: Six Networks That 
Changed Our World, it is the museum’s largest 
display in 14 years and tracks the evolution of 
information technology and telecommunications 
from telegraphs to smartphones through a 
gallery of more than 800 exhibits. 

The Enfield Exchange plays an important role 
in the exhibition as it was the last manual tele¬ 
phone exchange in greater London before it was 
fully converted to automatic connections. 

Until the conversion in 1960, every single call 
had to be placed by operators. The exchange had 
initially been earmarked for closure in 1942, but 
various factors delayed the process. 

It remained active as late as 1960, despite 
numerous questions about its usefulness being 
raised in parliament. The original building in 
Cecil Road, Enfield, is still in existence today 
and is used by British Telecom. 

The exhibition is aimed at adults, but there are 
opportunities for school parties to attend work¬ 
shops in which pupils get a chance to build and 
operate their own radio receivers. 

“The whole gallery is all very user-led,” said 
John Liffen, curator of communications and 
electricity supply at the Science Museum in

Kensington, who lives in Burleigh Road, Enfield. 
“The gallery is about transformative stories, about 
what changes people’s lives. There’s a story behind 
each exhibit.” 

The exhibition, which is being funded by dona¬ 
tions, including a £6.3million grant from the 
Heritage Lottery Fund, will feature objects span¬ 
ning two centuries, including two of the world’s 
fastest supercomputers in the 1960s, the Russian 
BESM-6 and the American CDC 6600. 

The exhibition opens on October 25.

£10,000 vow 
to create an 
oasis of calm 
in town park 


Heritage group will use own funds

A HERITAGE organisation has 
pledged thousands of pounds to 
bring an “oasis of calm” to a corner 
of Enfield Town Park. 

The Enfield Society has announ¬ 
ced that it will be using £10,000 of 
its own funds to buy trees to plant in 
the park to counter some of the 
traffic noise and fumes that disturb 
the tranquillity of those seeking 
refuge from the hustle and bustle of 
town life. 

The news that thousands of 
pounds will be invested in planting 
new trees near the entrance gates 
comes just a few weeks after 
vandals targeted a circle of fir trees 
that had been planted around a 
memorial bench by a mysterious 
guerilla gardener. 

The vandals hacked down 13 
conifers, leaving the felled branches 
in their wake. 

Now, however, thanks to the 
Enfield Society, a conservation 
organisation, the park will get some 
leafy shade back in the form of 
£10,000 worth of saplings, which 


will be used to partly shield a 
prominent gable wall at the edge of 
the park. 

“We have lost some trees through 
disease,” society chairman Dave 
Cockle told the Advertiser. 

“The town park is an oasis 
enjoyed by a lot of people and with 
these trees we can make it an oasis 
of calm. These trees will be good 
for the environment and good for 
everyone really.” 

He explained that originally the 
society had been going to fund trees 
to shield newly-built homes from 
the park, but it then emerged that the 
property developers were planning 
to plant trees in that spot them¬ 
selves. 

“We spoke to Andy Robinson, the 
tree officer at Enfield Council, and 
he said that if we still did want to 
make a contribution, the best place 
would be to plant some around the 
entrance gates to the park,” added 
Mr Cockle. 

However, the new trees will not 
replace those that were vandalised in 
August’s attack as the conifers had 
been planted there “without proper 
permissions” from the council.

MP is calling for 
action on cancer

ENFIELD North MP Nick de Bois has pledged 
his support for a nationwide campaign to raise 
awareness about prostate cancer. 

Speaking at a fringe event organised by 
Prostate Cancer UK at the Conservative Party 
conference in Birmingham last week, Mr de Bois 
said he would support the charity’s Men United v 
Prostate Cancer campaign - and encouraged oth¬ 
ers to do so. 

Prostate cancer is the most common cancer in 
men, killing one every hour, which is equal to 
10,000 a year. 

More than 40,000 men are diagnosed annually 
and men aged over 50 are most at risk. 

Black men are also disproportionately at risk, 
with one in four diagnosed with prostate cancer 
over the course of their lifetime. 

Since its launch earlier this year, the Men 
United v Prostate Cancer campaign has seen 
more than 100,000 people signing up to pledge 
their backing. 

Mr de Bois said: “It was very interesting to 
learn more about the inequalities in prostate can¬ 
cer treatment, including things like location, age 
and colour. 

“It kills more than 10,000 men every year and 
we have to make sure there’s a level playing field 
when it comes to cancer treatment.” 

Men United v Prostate Cancer has identified 
some major inequalities that sufferers face - a 
lack of awareness and poor diagnosis, particu-

larly poor support for black men, inconsistent lev¬ 
els of care depending on location, a lack of age- 
specific treatment, especially for older men, and a 
lack of information about how to best choose a 
treatment or after-care programme. 

The campaign has produced a full report for 
MPs giving details of a practical solution for each 
of the problems. 

Prostate Cancer UK provides support to prostate 
cancer sufferers and their families, as well as 
undertaking research into treatments, after-care, 
and causes.

March against low pay 

Campaigners will join demonstration called by the TUC

HUNDREDS of trade unionists, councillors, 
students and social justice campaigners from 
across north London are backing a demonstra¬ 
tion against low pay to be held later this month. 

As the Trades Union Congress prepares 
to march in central London on Saturday, 
October 18, under the banner of “Britain 
needs a pay rise”, campaigners from Enfield, 
Barnet, Camden, Haringey and Islington 
have added their names to a letter endorsing 
the demonstration. 


The letter was drawn up by Jeremy Corbyn, 
the Labour MP for Islington North, and others 
involved with the north London branch of the 
People’s Assembly Against Austerity, a pres¬ 
sure group which says there must be an end to 
austerity and the government cuts to public ser¬ 
vices. 

Bill Linton, who is treasurer of Enfield 
Green Party, is one of the signatories to the let¬ 
ter. He told the Advertiser. “Low pay is a huge 
issue as there are an awful lot of people who 
are in work but are still relying on benefits to 
make ends meet. 

“That effectively means that the government 


and thus the taxpayer is subsidising poor wages 
on behalf of big industry. 

“That is counter-productive, even from the 
government’s point of view, and we need to do 
something about it.” 

Demonstrators will gather at the Victoria 
Embankment, at 11am on October 18, before 
marching to Hyde Park, where the event will 
culminate in a rally. 

The march was called by the TUC as a 
protest against low pay, as well as the rising 
cost of living and inequality.

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Angela hopes film

A BUDDING actress from Enfield Lock is star¬ 
ring in a new independent film. 

Angela Carter, 26, who lives in Brunswick 
Road, has landed a part in thriller The Singing 
Bird Will Come some 15 years after a teacher 
inspired her to pursue acting as a career when she 
was a pupil at Ashmole Secondary School, in 
Cecil Road, Southgate.

A matter of life or death 


THE MAZE RUNNER 
(12A, 113 mins) 

BASED on the best-selling novel 
by James Dashner, The Maze 
Runner is a testosterone-fuelled 
survival thriller cast from the same 
robust mould as The Hunger 
Games and Divergent. 

Like those dystopian nightmares, 
Wes Ball’s film centres on naive 
characters, teetering on the cusp of 
adulthood, who are forced to make 
stark choices between life and death 
to secure freedom. 

Only here, adolescent males are 
trapped in the moral mire and 


forced to establish a microcosm of 
self-governing society a la Lord Of 
The Flies in which the strongest 
take charge. 

While The Hunger Games and 
Divergent spent valuable time estab¬ 
lishing character back stories and 
motivations, the opening salvo here 
employs a nifty cheat: amnesia. 

All of the protagonists are stripped 
bare of memories, including their 
identity, emerging from the darkness 
of a lift shaft into an enclosed 
green space called The Glade as 
blank slates. 

Gargantuan walls enclose The 


Glade and every morning one wall 
parts to reveal a maze which “run¬ 
ners” like Minho (Ki Hong Lee) map 
while avoiding hideous denizens 
called Grievers in the vain hope of 
finding an exit. The runners must 
return before dusk when the wall 
closes and the maze reconfigures. 

Director Ball doesn’t succumb 
to squeamish ness or sentimentality - 
death comes quickly and grue- 
somely - and the strongest, 
most noble and endearing charac¬ 
ters are prime fodder for the 
rampaging Grievers.

T HE Focus is the world’s best-selling 
car, so you could say this update is a 
bit important to Ford. Feast your eyes 
on the new grille in all its shiny chrome- 
effect glory, as well as the neater, tauter light 
cluster designs. The interior has had something 
of a renaissance as well, with higher-quality 
materials and a much better media interface 
screen. 

Under the bonnet, you can pick new engine 
options, too, with 1.5-litre petrol and diesel 
options fresh from the test bench. Thanks to 
clever modern tech, the petrol can push out as 
much as 179bhp, while the economical diesel 
can potentially nudge 74mpg. 

Aside from the new grille and the shiny bits, 
which look and feel quite American in the flesh, 
the Focus has been nipped and tucked to cre¬ 
ate cleaner lines that better flatter its ubiquitous 
shape. The hawkish headlights are a highlight, 
and only get prettier the more you look at them. 
As for this car’s image it clearly doesn’t have 


any popularity issues among British drivers, 
despite some middling scores in reliability and 
ownership satisfaction surveys. It has been sit¬ 
ting pretty at the top of the UK’s sales charts for 
years and shows no sign of slipping. 

The boot is straightforward, with a tyre repair 
kit beneath a single base panel. You don’t get 
hidden compartments or luggage nets as stan¬ 
dard. 

There’s a surprising amount of room for two 
adult rear passengers, though, and only people 
pushing beyond the six-foot mark will feel 
cramped. 

Some might say the front door pockets are a 
little awkwardly shaped, but there are several 
small cubby holes for bits and pieces, including 
one that’s felt-lined to silence any potential rat¬ 
tling. 

The 2015 Focus is a huge step up in terms of 
perceived quality and technology. The chunky 
seats and robust-feeling control points on this 
high-end trim grade all ooze sturdiness. 

The eight-inch media screen is sharp and 
intuitive, too, although it can get a little 


crowded at times as the interface tries to 
squeeze too much on at once. A reputation for 
being the best ‘driver’s car’ in the segment isn’t 
entirely justified, with rivals breathing down the 
Focus’ neck more than ever. 

The ride is really something to shout about, 
though. The heavier 2.0-litre diesel model in 
particular has the composure of a meditating 
monk on bumpy roads. 

While it doesn’t look cheap, Ford dealers can 
usually chop a bit off the asking price. And as 
the ever-advancing march of technology con¬ 
tinues, buyers can look to cheaper models to 
give them all they really need, as previously 
advanced gadgets filter down the range. 
Modest trim levels could be the best value. 

The Focus has such a broad appeal that peo¬ 
ple from all walks of life own one. Young, old, 
style-conscious or comfort-biased, the Focus 
can cover pretty much all bases. 

It’s a prince among compact family hatch¬ 
backs and offers enough space, practicality, 
economy and affordability to tempt thousands 
of people to buy.

EMMANUEL ADEBAYOR hailed 
Tottenham Hotspur’s performance after 
they beat high-flying Southampton 1-0 
at White Hart Lane on Sunday to climb 
up to sixth in the Premier League table. 

Christian Eriksen scored the only goal 
of the game on 40 minutes as Spurs 
halted their visitors’ sixth-match win¬ 
ning streak in all competitions and also 
ended their own poor run of four games 
without a victory in the league. 

And striker Adebayor believes that the 
side can take heart from their display. 

“We played well, we were sharp on the 
counter-attack and we took our chance 
through Christian, so Em very happy,” 
he said. “We concentrated on our game 
defensively as well. 

“We are trying to correct our past 
mistakes and we looked solid and played 
some good football, so a 1-0 win and 
three points - I will take that. 

“The most important thing is to win 
the game as a team and we have done 
that, so Em very happy and very pleased 
for the group. Some players are now 
going away to play international matches 
and then we have one of the biggest 
games of the season at Manchester City, 
so we’re looking forward to that.” 

The match also saw keeper Hugo Lloris 
maintain his outstanding form - follow¬ 
ing a stunning display in Thursday’s 
Europa League draw against Besiktas - 
as he made a spectacular save in the 
second half to prevent Victor Wanyama 
from equalising for Southampton. 

He said: “It’s a good feeling to win, 
especially after the draws against Arse¬ 
nal and Besiktas, where in both games 
we led 1-0 and conceded a late goal. 

“The result is good for our confi¬ 
dence, and now we can go forward into 
the international break and beyond 
feeling positive. 

“The save was just one action in the 
game. As Eve said before, we all try to 
do our jobs in the best possible way and 
we always try to be decisive for the 
team. Em really happy because we were 


strong against a really good team and 
we had a good win.” 

The victory was particularly sweet for 
head coach Mauricio Pochettino, who 
enjoyed a successful 18-month spell at 
Southampton before moving to Spurs in 
the summer, and the Argentinian admits 


that he has fond memories of his time 
with the Saints. 

“It was an emotional game for me,” 
he said. “I love Southampton, I love the 
people in Southampton. 

“It was a great 18 months for me in 
my life and my family, and it was a very 


tough decision to leave. I am happy for 
the performance of the team, but it was 
emotional for me. I will always be 
grateful to Southampton Football Club 
and the people in Southampton. 

“I am very happy and I congratulate 
the players who made a good job.

are still improving. Three months in 
charge with a new philosophy. 

“I am very happy to get the three 
points, happy with the performance and 
happy with the way that the team played. 
This is what we want. I think the team 
deserved to win.” 


Kaboul confident that Tottenham will be competitive against Manchester City 


CAPTAIN Younes Kaboul insists that Tottenham 
Hotspur will not suffer a repeat of the two 
crushing defeats they endured against Manchester 
City last season when they visit the reigning 
Premier League champions in their next match. 

The two meetings during the last campaign 
saw Spurs crushed 6-0 at the Etihad Stadium 
and lose 5-1 at White Hart Lane as they were 
comprehensively outplayed both times. 

Tottenham will again start as heavy underdogs 


when the sides meet on October 18 when the 
league resumes following the current international 
break, but Kaboul is confident that they can build 
on Sunday’s win against Southampton by giving 
a better account of themselves this time around. 

“What happened last season was last season,” 
the skipper said. “In football the most important 
thing is the present and we look at the future. 

We look forward to this game. 

“Football is football, you never know what can 


happen, but mentally and physically we have to 
be ready for this game. 

“When you lose you learn, especially against 
Man City or Man United or Chelsea. We look 
forward to this game. 

“We’ve got two weeks to prepare. It was very 
important to win on Sunday because we’ve got 
a two-week break. Before the kick-off we were 
12th, now we are sixth. We are very happy.” 

Kaboul added: “We need to be mentally and 


physically prepared. We need to produce a 
similar performance to the recent one against 
Arsenal, but be even better. 

“I know each game is different, but we need 
to learn from the Arsenal game because we are 
going to play a massive team again. 

“City are more of an attacking threat than 
Arsenal. They are the champions of England, 
they are ready for the fight and we need to 
produce a big performance there.” 
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
